Ycstcrdiiy in tlu'sc coluiiiiis wo irfiTied to llie lU'bt 
of the Students' Comieil aud dcult with soii.c suj;t;('s- 
tious as to how it .should be payed otT, The siliuitiou 
is so serious that we agaiu wish to call it to your nt- 
tentiou, even if we only succeed in re-iteratiun what 
has been said before. Student autonomy is endangered 
by the existence of this deficit; student credit is injur- 
ed, and the Council is sorely liaiiipered in its work. We 
liave in iaet. arrived at that itoint wl'erf aetion ul homi' 
kind is iniperiitive. 

There is one dilhculty in this niiittcr of the detieit 
and that, lies in the fact that we do not know at the 
present moment what our liabilities really are. We 
know that they are now estimated to amount to nearly 
f^;'>,5n(), and t!u)n>;h the "Daily" does not wish to ap- 
l)ear m the roh' of tlic alarmist, it is onr belief that 
by the end of the Couneil's eiirrent liuancial year, this 
will be found to be in the neiji;hborhood of .^5,000. We 
sincerely hope that this idea will prove unjustified, but 
a consideration of the situation tends to lead the ob- 
server to form some such conclusion. 

If, therefore, we cannot predict with certainity, 
what our debt really amounts to, we naturally cannot 
take steps to meet it in full immediately. However, 
we can aud we must, do something. We can seriously 
consider paying a large part of it out of our own poc- 
kets. We can discuss the possibility of funding the debt 
and meeting it gradually, aud we can form some con- 
clusion as to whether or not it is desirable that we 
should appeal to our graduates for help. THESE 
THINGS WE CAN ALL DO NOW. 

The situation is indeed serious, so serious that 
every undergraduate should be present at Wednesday's 
meeting. That is the LEAST the individual student can 
do for the time being. This debt must be paid off. If 
we do not act, it will sooner or later force the Uni- 
versity authorities to step in. Are we not capable of 
running our own affairs Î YES ! Well, then, let us 
prove it.
